OUR  BROTHER’S  KEEPER 

Missourians  are  not  more  migratory 
than  are  citizens  of  other  states;  in- 
(leetl,  tliere  is  a  pretty  well  definctl 
notion  that  natives  of  this  state  arc 
less  inelined  to  stray  into  new  tefri- 
.  tory  tlian  are  natives  of  many  oilier  of 
the  states.  But  Charles  A.  Lee,  state 
superintendent  of  schools,  declared  that 
not  more  than  one  out  of  fifteen  in 
groups  of  reilrcsentatlvo  business  and 
professional  men  in  cities  and  towns  of 
Missouri  was  born  and  reared  and  giv¬ 
en  his  elementary  schooling  in  the 
city  in  which  he  now  lives. 

Superintendent  Lee  has  gathered  this 
information  as  lie  has  visited  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  state.  lie  nsltod  the 
(lucstion  in  Maryville  last  week  at  a 
,  dinner  at  the  CountTy  Club  and  found 
that  of  fifty  Maryville  men  gathered 
there  only  four  wore  born  in  this  city. 

This  question  is  not  asked  in  idle 
curiosity.  Suporiutondont  Lee  wants  to 
know  because  the'  answer  is  of  vital 
import.  Since  fourteen  out  of  fifteen 
business  and  professional  men  in  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  state  wore  born 
and  received  their  elementary  education 
in  some  place  other  than  that  in  which 
they  now  live,  then  it  is  a  matter  of  con¬ 
cern  to  the  people  of  those  cities  and 
towns  that  all  sections  of  the  state  are 
provided  with  good  educational  facili¬ 
ties. 

Superintendent  Lee'  is  advocating 
state  support  of  schools  and  larger  units 
of  school  administration  in-  order  that 
no  community  may  be  without  adequate 
school  support  or  deprived  of  compe¬ 
tent  school  administration.  He  shows 
that  public  cdueation  is  a  matter  of 
general  concern  and  that  wo  must  bo 
"our  brother’s  keeper’’  in  self  defense.

"Ill  1922,’’  he  said,  "wo  spent  a  bil¬ 
lion  and  a  half  dollars  for  olomontary 
and  socoiidary  education.

Can  wo  afford  itl  "’e  seem  to 
be  standing  it  real  well  and  have  not 
gone  to  the  poorhouso  yet.  Wo  are 
growing  rich  solely  because  of  our  odu- 
ealioiial  o.xpeiiditures.  It  is  iill  bosh 
when  people  tell  you  wo  are  being  ini- 
poverishod  by  odiicational  oxpoiises. ’’ 

,  In  closing,  ho  declared  that  ninety- 
nine  percent  of  the  wealth  of  the  United 
States,  the  world’s  richest  nation,  is 
duo  to  odueatioii  and  said  that  no  iiiaii 
was  a  fit  ropresontativo  in  a  legislature 
of  free  people  who  does  not  understand 
this. 

Brandenburg  on  Demands  of  Education. 

W.  A.  Brandenburg,  president  of  the 
Kansas  State  Touchers  College,  Pitts¬ 
burg,  Kansas,  was  introduced  to  tho 
Toaehors  Association  last  Friday  morn¬ 
ing  ns  a  man'who  omphnsi'zos  that  tho 
students  in  his  college  have  a  pleasant. 
Joyous  outlook  on  life  and  that  they 
keep  a  healthy  mind,  free  from  sordid, 
ugly  thoughts, 

Mr.  Brandenburg  gave  as  his  address 
"Present  Bay  Bomands  of  Education.’’ 
picking  out  six  of  tho  most  insistent 
demands  made  by  a  generous,  charitable, 
right-thinking,  tux-paying  public. 

In  the  first  pjaco  the  public  demands 
li  strict  accounting  of  all  money  given 
over  to  schools.  An  auditor,  who  is  an 
export,  would  bo  able  to  accomplish 
more  and  make  a  dollar  go  farther — 
‘iWo  must  got  away  from  tho  idea  that 
cducatiua  is  pot  a  businoss  proposition 
and  that  you^oanuot  put  a  dollar  mark 
on  oducati6ib’(  Mr,  Brandonburg  said. 

"  Secondly,  schools  should  cncourago 
more  girls  and  boys  to  go  to  school. 
Thoro  should  bo  soiuothing  in  tho  public 
schools  for  the  various  typos  of  stu¬ 
dents. 


"It  is  the  rule  that  students  should 
take  only  so  many  hours  of  college 
work,  but  wo  know  from  scientific  in¬ 
vestigation  that  thoro  are  many  hours 
of  difforonco  in  minds.  Thoro  is  more 
to  bo  monsurod  than  moro  cold  intellect 
in  determining  how  many  hours  ono 
should  take. 

"Education  should  niovo  more  into 
the  social  life  of  our  folks  instead  of 
educating  away  from  social  life.  It 
should  not  be  apart  from  tho  concrete 
a  practical  application. 

"A  different  brand  of  patriotism 
should  bo  developed  in  all  phases  of 
our  life.  Tho  teachers  must  realize  that 
tho  children  they  are  teaching  today 
will  bo  tho  citizens  of  tomorrow  and 
should  teach  them  tho  value  of  honesty 
in  public  places;  that  thoro  are  grander, 
nobler  things,  more  worth  striving  for 
than  ■wealth. 

"Tho  sixth  demand  is  that  tho  child¬ 
ren  have  tho  right  attitude  toward  so¬ 
ciety  and  life.  Bo  not  make  pessimists 
out  of  them,  the  kind  of  people 
who  .are  soured  on  the  world.  Ono  should 
always  keep  in  mind  that  our  nation  is  , 
what  it  is  because  of  tho  Christianity  of 
Christ.  Tho  scientist  who  can  not  teach 
without  dostro3’ing  the  faith  of  young 
people  docsn ’t  need  more  religion  but 
moro  science.’’  assorted  Mr.  Br.andcn- 
burg. 

McSklmmon  Optimistic  Over  Children. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
our  Teachers  Association  wo  had  tho 
National  Educatiou.al  Association  presi¬ 
dent  as  one  of  our  speakers.  Miss  Mary 
MeSkimmon  addressed  tho  associ.ation 
Friday  morning  on  "Teaching  Ideals 
of  Character  to  Children  of  a  Beinoc-  j 
racj'.  ’  ’ 

From  a  wealth  of  o.xporionco  Miss 
MeSkimmon  gave  her  ideas  of  the 
children  of  todaj-  and  tho  problems  sur- 
rounduig  them.  "Children  were  never 
before  so  easily  managed,  so  easilj’ 
kindled  to  good  behavior.  They  are  , 
better  in  fundamental  processes,  they  | 
are  wider  road  and  have  more  varied 
interests,’’  was  her  statement.  Tho 
problem  of  conduct  is  not  -with  tho  ; 
child  but  with  the  environments  of  tho 
child  at  homo  and  at  school. 

"Our  people  must  learn  that  tho 
foundation  of  tho  future  W'cll-being  of 
tho  child  depends  on  tho  pro-scliool  age. 
_We  can  trace  most  of  the  cases  in  our 
insane  asylums  back  to  tho  unhappiness 
of  tho  child  in  the  pro-school  age.  The 
nervous  horrors  which  they  are  sub¬ 
jected  to,  the  sordid,  ugly  atmosphere 
of  homoo,  tho  lack  of  love  and  congen¬ 
iality  in  tho  homos  are  some  of  tho 
problems  to  bo  faced  concerning  tho 
pro-school  ago  child.’’ 

When  a  child  starts  to  school,  ho  , 
comes  so  trustingly,  so  Jo.vous,  so 
happil.y.  ,Ile  loves  to  go  to  school.  "The 
cartoonists  and  Joke  editors  give  a 
false  representation  to  a  .diild’s  atti- 1 
tilde  toward  school,’’  accused  Miss  Me-, 
Skimmon. 

"Children  must  bo  taught  character 
liy  tho  unconscious  effect  of  tho  beauti¬ 
ful  things  around  them  by  helping  to 
increase  their  hunger  for  tho  beauti¬ 
ful.  Wo  lift  their  souls  to  the  hill-tops, 
furthermore  we  cannot  improve  the 
character  of  tho  child  b.v  pleading  for 
ideals,  by  teaching  a  list  of  virtues 
but  by  teaching  them  that  life  is  <a  suc¬ 
cession  of  tests,  of  adventures,  of  great 
tasks  and  that  onl^’  bj'  being  baffled 
do  they  learn  to  fight  bettor  and  to 
conquer. 

"A  child  has  a  feeling  of  brother¬ 
hood  towards  everyone  else  and  this 
fooling  should  bo  fostored,  Thoro  is 
nothing  finer  than  tho  use  of  ocbools 
as  a  ‘molting  pot.’  That  is  to' have  tho 
rich  child  and  tho  poor  child,  tho  for¬ 
eign  born  and  tho  American  side  by 
side  in^thc  schools,  each  giving  and  each 
receiving. 

"Tho  idea  of  service  should  bo  awak¬ 
ened  in  the  child.  Eac'h  child  should 
learii  to  do  something  for  nothing  in 
its  community  in  response  to  a  desire 
to  pay  back  what  each  is  getting  from 
the  community,  awakening  tho  sense  of 
o’sligntion  in  tho  child^  nnd  teaching 
him  that  ho  is  receiving  good  so  that 
ho  might  bo  of  service  tomorrow.’’ 

Miss  Me, Skimmon  closed  her  powerful 
address,  which  was  intensely  vitalized 
bj'  her  magnetic  personality  and  her 
commanding  gestures,  by  saying,  "Wo, 
us  educators  in  this  groat  republic,  have 
hold  wrong  ideas  before  tho  child  and 
have  expected  tho  wrong  thing  in  place 
of  tho  right  thing.  As  ox-president  Tuft 
onc'o  said,  "Life  is  not  a  goblet  to  bo 
drained  but  a  measure  to  bo  filled  with 
service.’’ 

Xfi,  Bearsou  on  Fay  Obecks. 

"Fay  cash  for  material  things  but  in 
things  of  solid  satisfaction  we  must  pay 
for  life  on  tho  installment  xdan,’’  Br. 
Boarson  of  tho  University  of  Nebraska 
told  his  audionco  Friday  night  in  a 
most  interesting  address  on  "Price 
Tags  and  Pay  Chocks  in  Education.’’ 

Ho  urged  that  tho  golden  rule  be 
thrown  in  gear  in  dally  practice  and 
said  that  at  the  present  time  twenty- 
six  great  social  organizations  of  inter¬ 
national  size  are  striving  toward  work¬ 
ing  application  of  this  rule. 

Coming  buck  to  tho  pay  chock  he 
asked  what  tho  teachor  received  in  her 
pay  chock  besides  money.  In  answer  to 
his  own  quostioR  ho  said  that  the  teach¬ 
er  gets  also  a  sense  of  satisfaction  in 
tho  knowing  that  she'  has  done  her 
part  in  community  betterment. 

Tho  teacher  also  gains  a  settled  con¬ 
sciousness  that  she  is  gaining  au  in¬

Attend  Meetings 

Mr.  Phillips  Tolls  Them  That  Inexper-  j 
ienced  Rural  Teachers  Hampers  Pro- 1 
gress — Miss  Burk  and  Mr.  Hooper 
Speak. 

‘  ‘  So  long  as  tho  rural  schools  romaiii  j 
tho  dumping  ground  for  teachers  who  ! 
arc  inoxporioncod,  immature,  minus 
profcHsional  or  college  training,  or  havo  ' 
been  worn  out  on  other  ground,  Just 
so  long  will  rural  schools  fail  to  koop 
stop  with  oducntional  progress,’’  so 
declared  Mr.  Phillips  of  tho  College 
faculty  ill  his  address  on  "How  to 
Eliminate  tho  Unprepared  Toaehors’’ 
made  before  the  conference  of  tho 
county  superintendents,  October  14. 

Miss  Cassio  Burk,  rural  supervisor  of 
the  stnto  oducntioii  department,  acted  as 
the  chairman  of  .a  conference  made  up 
of  fifteen  of  the  nineteen  county  su¬ 
perintendents  of  Northwest  Missouri. 

President  Lamkin  assured  tho  siipor- 
iiitondonts.  that  the  homo  fires  ivoro 
burning  to  'welcome  them  homo. 

D.  D.  Hooper  of  Andrew  county  re¬ 
sponded  to  this  welcome.  Mr.  Hooper 
was  ono  of  the  first  students  of  this 
college  when  it  was  only  a  high  school 
and  later  when  it  was  moved  to  the 
seminary. 

"The  iiroblcm  of  tho  uiiiircparod 
teacher  is  a  complex  one,’’  Mr.  Phil¬ 
lips  said  at  the  bogiiming  of  his  address. 
A  teacher  may  have  an  idc.al  number  of 
boiii's  nnd  still  not  be  a  good  teaolier 
or  lie  max’'  have  excellent  equipment 
and  a  good  building  and  still  fail. 

"A  toacbor  must  have  .a' professional 

creased  .skill  to  servo  the  community 
as  she  goes  on  through  her  career,  Dr. 
Sea'ron  said.  The  constant  go.al  ho  sot 
for  the  toacliers  in  his  talk  ivas  that  of 
acliioving  a  liigbor  moral  plane  both  for 
herself  and  for  the  entire  community. 
Tilings  material  in  the  world  may  bo 
piire'liascd  for  cash  in  advance  but  tlic 
tilings  spiritual  must  bo  bought  on  the 
life  installment  plan  bj-  the  toacbor  and  , 
the  benefits  gained  ns  time  ripens  their  ' 
life  work. 

In  recognition  of  the  work  of  the 
ordiimry  classroom  teacher  Br.  Scar- 
■son  said  that  when  the  time  eomos,  if 
it  over  docs,  when  wo  attempt  to  be¬ 
little  her  work,  the  entire  school  sys¬ 
tem  will  fail  for  she  is  a  most  vital 
part  of  that  sj’stem.  'i 


view  point.  Ho  mny  cultivate  this  by 
nffiliating  liiin.so1f  with  tho  various 
professional  activities.  A  teacher 
sliould  have  so  many  hours  of  college 
work,  thus  pulling  him  in  contact  with 
people  in  tho  cdiintionnl  world  nnd  do- 
vcloping  him,  socially.’’ 

That  county  superintendents  have  no 
greater  duty  than  to  place  first  class 
teachers  in  their  schools,  is  tho  tho 
opinion  of  .Mr.  Phillips.  "  People  will 
have  llio  kind  of  schools  they  want  nnd 
the  business  of  tho  county  siiporintoii- 
<lonts  is  to  curry  on  a  cninimign  to  make 
j  tlio  people  want  bolter  tilings.  They 
I  sliniild  cncoiiriigo  the  school  honrds  to 
call  on  them  for  advice  nnd  help.  Ev- 
,  cry  teacher  should  have  been  reeom- 
I  mended  by  the  siipcrinlcndcnt  of  Hint 
county. 

"The  standards  for  toacliers  are  not 
high  enoiigb,’’  Mr.  Phillips  declared. 
"So  long  as  there  are  ton  appliennta  for 
one  xiosition,  the  lowest  priced  one  gets 
it,  tliiis  making  it  unfair  for  a  high 
priced  teacher  to  bo  forced  to  compete 
with  the  low  priced  one. 

"Standing  for  tlio  highest  and  best 
things  will  not  hurt  your  prestige,’’  tho 
siicak  said  in  closing.  "If  j'oiir  county 
doesn’t  want  j'oii,  other  counties  will, 
for  tile  time  has  come  for  us  to  demand 
the  higlicst  tj’iic  of  cduchtion.’’

Alissduri,  represented  tho  homo  ec¬ 
onomics  dopartmont  and  spoko  upon 
tho  ".‘Art  of  Alakiiig  Homes  L0V0I3'. ” 

Home  economies  was  defined  as  the 
art  of  right  living  and  should  be  class¬ 
ed  as  the  fourth  R  in  education. 

The  main  objectives  in  teaehhig  home 
economics  were  given  as — (1)  honltli 
as  rebated  to  moinbors  of  the  family 
and  the  family  to  the  eoinmunity;  (2) 
conduct  which  includes  nioraUt3',  cour- 
tea3'  .'iiid  service;  (3)  appreciation  for 
home  and  family;  (4)  use  of  income 
which  gives  tho  student  a  better  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  value  of  money;  (5)  dovel- 
Kpmont  of. good  taste.  All  of  these  make 
sludents  wortti3'  home  members.  Out  of 
these  .the  pupils  will  bo  able  to  arrange 
plans  for,  and  decorate  the  honio  in 
the  most  economical  wa3'. 

The  next  speaker  was  Air.  Glenn,  of 
the  College  faculty.  His  view  of  art  was 
exiiressed  through  his  subject.  "The 
Tool  Chest  in  Education.”  He  said 
that  in  the  last  ten  years  art  had  in¬ 
creased  vor3'  rapidl3’.  Ho  omphnsizod 
the  fact  that  industrial  arts  should  bo 
introduced  into  all  high  schools  in  order 
to  give  the  students  a  chance  to  o.xploro 
and  find  out  their  aptitudes  and  bo 
read3'  to  start  on  their  course  as  more 
useful  citizens  and  wortl^'  homo  mom¬ 
bers.

Dr.Phillips  Speaks  on 
Our  F ront  Door  Motto 


"And  tho  Truth  Shall  Alako  You 
Free,”  the  motto  upon  tho  front  on- 
franco  of  our  administration  building 
(vas  taken  as  a  subject  by  Dr,  0.  A. 
Phillips  of  the  University  of  Aliasouri 
for  a  short  Informal  talk  at  Friday  ev¬ 
ening’s  program.  Dr.  Phillips,  took  tho 
place  of  Dr.  It.  .1.  Waters,  editor  of  the 
Weekly  Kansas  City  Star,  who  was  un¬ 
able  to  fill  his  ougngoment  on  account 
of  illness. 

"I  want  to  talk  to  you  in  a  direct 
and  heart-to-heart  manner)”  he  began. 
"About  truth  and  what  it  is  to  bo  froo. 
In  those  dn3's  of  chaos  of  various  kinds 
there  is  nothing  more  important  to  bo 
considered  than  those  words — truth  and 
froo.  ’  ’ 

Going  into  his  subject  he  told  what 
he  considered  to  be  the  responsibilities 
to  society  of  college  men  and  college  wo¬ 
men.  Ho  told  his  hearers  that  it  is 


very  necessary  in  this  democracy  of 
ours  for  tho  college  men  and  women  to 
seek  scientific  truth  and  to  spread  it 
hmong  others  in  order  that  all  may 
roalizo  Ihd  freedom  which  only  truth 
and  knowledge  can  guarantco  to  every 
individual. 

Collcgo  men  and  women  must  keep 
their  minds  o])cn  to  all  avenues  load¬ 
ing  to  Bcienlific  truth  and  they  must 
at  all  times  bo  keenly  conscious  of  tho 
moral  obligation  to  their  follow  citi¬ 
zens  which  their  advanced  training 
pl.'ices  njion  them,  according  to  Dr. 
Phillips.  At  present,  tho  amusement 
of  the  American  jieoplc  is  based  on 
commercial  opportunities  for  material 
g:iin3  but  the  collcgo  men  and  women 
must  assist  in  the  work  of  making  all 
forms  of  recreation  bo  judged  by  tho 
one  thing,  its  wholcsomcncss.
